- __ adopted urging civic bodies of southern Cali- 
fornia and Arizona to send representatives to 
_ Washington at once to aid Imperial Valley 
__ representatives in securing needed legislation 
for the control of the Colorado River. 

_ The resolutions adopted pointed out that the 
Imperial and Yuma valleys were continually 
menaced by overflow from the Colorado River 
‘in Mexican territory. through the failure of 
_ Mexico to take any steps to control the river. 
Inasmuch as international complications were 
nvyolved, and because of the magnitude of the 
work, it was considered that Federal aid 
should be given. The resolutions also pointed 
out that control of the river was vital to the 
afety of parts of California and Arizona and 
that it involved property to the extent of 
$100,000,000 and the welfare of 50,000 people.

Inspect Illinois Waterway in Hope 
of $20,000,000 Improvement 


In anticipation of being able to obtain from 
the next legislature the $20,000,000 authorized 
by the amendment to the State constitution for 
waterway development in Illinois Gov. Edward 
F. Dunne and a party of engineers began 
Aug. 10 an inspection trip of the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal. 

The Governor, it is said, will incorporate in 
his message to the General Assembly next 
winter a plan for using this $20,000,000, which 
has been unavailable for several years owing 
to factional rows in the Legislature. 

The constitutional amendment authorized 
the issuance of this amount in bonds, to be 
used exclusively for waterway and water- 
power development along the State Canal and 
the Desplaines River between Lockport and 
Utica.

were W. L. Sullivan, his secretary; Lyman E. 
Cooley, State consulting engineer; E. J. Kelly, 
assistant chief engineer of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict, and L. K. Sherman, engineer of the 
Rivers and Lakes Commission. 


Railroad Commission Orders Water 
Meters Installed without 


Charge to Consumer 


The Pasadena Consolidated Water Company 
recently applied to the State Railroad Com- 
mission of California for a ruling on the ques- 
tion of charges for meters and service connec- 
tions, and a decision has just been rendered in 
which the commission ruled that the water 
company should install service connections to 
the property line, as well as meters, at its own 
expense. 

This company supplies water for domestic 
and irrigation purposes in a 1000-acre tract 
near the city of Pasadena, and has been charg- 
ing $15 for each connection for %-in. meters 
and $25 for each connection for 1-in. meters. 
Included in the ruling is a statement to the 
effect that the costs of meters and service con- 
nections to the property line are to be con- 
sidered as proper charges to capital account 
and are to be allowed in establishing rates. 

The California commission has repeatedly 
ruled that it is as much the duty of a water 
company to pay for meters and connections to 
the property line as it is to build reservoirs 
and mains. It is pointed out that a contrary 
rule would, in effect, be compelling the con- 
sumer to donate part of the water company’s 
system. 

A few days after the commission had ren- 
dered the decision in the case of the Pasadena 
Consolidated Water Company the Supreme 
Court of California, sitting in bank, handed 
down a decision annulling a previous order of 
the commission which required that water 
meters and service connections to property line 
be installed at the expense of the company 
which supplies the city of Glendale. It is to 
be noted, however, that in reversing this de- 
cision the court did so on the grounds that the 
commission had acted in excess of its jurisdic- 
tion in dealing with the Glendale case. The 
question of the propriety of making the com- 
pany pay for meters was not touched upon in 
the court’s decision.

Another Collision Between 
Steamer and Lock Gates 
Occurs in Welland Canal 


Blunder of Canal Employees Causes Large Vessel 
to Crash through Headgates of Lock 
12, Delaying Navigation 


A collision more serious in its effects than 
that of July 27, which was reported in these 
pages Aug. 1, occurred Aug. 10 at Lock 12 of 
the Welland Ship Canal. L. D. Hara, acting 
superintending engineer, who furnished the 
following account of the accident, states that 
navigation was interrupted for one day. 

The wooden steamer “Windsor” of the Mon- 
treal Transportation Company’s fleet, while 
upbound to Port Colborne for grain, and light, 
about 5 o’clock in the afternoon had safely 
entered the lock. One of the foot gates had 
been closed and the other was about to be 
closed when the canal helpers, who are hired 
by vessels navigating the canal, through, it is 
said, a misunderstanding on their part, opened 
wide all the valves in the upper gates. The 
foot gate which had not yet been closed was 
caught by the current of water thus set up and 
could not be controlled by the lock operator, 
with the result that it crashed against the 
closed gate, mitering with it imperfectly. This 
sudden closing of the foot gates caused a surge 
in the lock, which carried the vessel, which was 
full canal size, into the head gates, unmitering 
them. The rush of water from Lock 12 reach 
carried them out and backed the steamer into 
the reach below, badly breaking the foot gates 
as she passed over them. The four gates were 
found wedged over each other between the 
lock walls in the lower recess. The canal 
banks at the head of Lock 11 were badly 
washed out by the overflowing waters. The 
ship was practically undamaged. Four spare 
gates must be placed before navigation can be 
resumed. It is estimated that the damages 
will amount to $8000. 


Freight Rates through Canal An- 
nounced by Steamship Company 


Rates on westbound freight from New York 
to Pacific Coast ports by way of the Panama 
Canal were recently announced by the Ameri- 
can-Hawaiian Steamship Company. The same 
rate holds for consignments to Seattle, Port- 
land, San Francisco and Los Angeles harbor, 
and is based on 30 cents per 100 lb. for car- 
load lots of “iron,” which includes steel plates, 
corrugated sheets, girders and structural steel 
generally. The former water rate, including 
transfer across the Tehuantepec Railroad, was 
from 55 to 60 cents per 100 lb. The trans- 
continental rail rate for the same class of 
freight is 80 cents per 100 lb. 

These are the first westbound canal rates 
that have been announced. They will be effec- 
tive with the sailing of the steamship “Mexi- 
can,” of the American-Hawaiian Steamship 
Company, from New York to California ports 
on Aug. 15. 


Receivers for International & 
Great Northern 


The International & Great Northern Rail- 
way, one of the Gould roads, was placed in re- 
ceivership Aug. 10, following failure to pay 
either principal or interest on $11,000,000 
short-term notes. The road went into re- 
ceivership in 1908 and was reorganized in 
1911. The company operates 1106 mi. of 
track, principally in Texas. 
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War Will Not Stop New York 
Subway Work 


Misgivings as to the effect the European 
war will have on the dual subway system in 
New York City are set at rest by the follow- 
ing statement made recently by Chairman Mc- 
Call of the New York Public Service Commis- 
sion for the First District: 

“The commission will continue to rush the 
completion of the dual system with all ex- 
pedition. With so many parts of the system 
nearing completion or under contract it is vital 
that the remaining portions should be con- 
structed at the earliest moment. For example, 
it is essential that not a moment’s time shall 
be lost on such connections as the Grand Cen- 
tral diagonal station, William Street, Nassau 
Street and Willoughby Street, Brooklyn. There 
are now engaged on our work upward of 
11,000 men. I am assured that we will suffer 
no inconvenience on account of lack of labor. 

“The statements of the financial officers of 
the city show that while care need be exer- 
cised the rapid-transit work may continue to 
completion. 

“The present crisis shows the wisdom of the 
dual contracts in so far as complete arrange- 
ments were entered into at that time with re- 
spect to financial matters.” 


Unusual Cases Come Before 
Workmen’s Compensation 
Commissions 


Three cases of interest to those affected by 
the workings of workmen’s compensation laws 
have recently arisen. In a case where a la- 
borer was not re-engaged after recovery from 
an injury, the Compensation Commissioner in 
Connecticut ruled that the victim of an acci- 
dent was entitled to work at the hands of his 
former employer, or work should be procured 
for him. Compensation was awarded for the 
days the laborer was idle after recovery and 
until he found employment. 

The other two cases came before the New 
York State Workmen’s Compensation Commis- 
sion. A woman asked $50 a month indemnity 
for the death of her husband, who fell from 
a ladder on July 1 while painting a sign on 
a building in New York City. Had her hus- 
band been an employee of the owners of the 
building, his widow would be entitled to $30 
and $10 for each of two children. But the 
company which had insured the owners as- 
serted that the dead man had not been an em- 
ployee, that he was a contractor, and billheads 
bearing his name were exhibited in evidence. 
A written contract agreeing to paint the sign 
for $50 was also shown. The widow, however, 


testified that her husband hired out by the day. © 


The case was not decided. 

Objection was made in the third case to the 
payment of benefits to a longshoreman whose 
back was injured in handling freight dis- 
charged from a ship in New York. It was 
argued that a longshoreman had to do with 
the operation of a ship and that in this case 
the victim was handling interstate commerce 
and was subject to the Federal law. The 
objector held also that since Congress had con- 
sidered the case of the longshoreman and 
omitted him deliberately from the benefits of 
the Federal Workman’s Compensation law, the 
States were bound by the action of the United 
States and could not pay benefits to an injured 
longshoreman. This case was also left unde- 
cided.

Two Hundred Millions Spent on 
America’s Highways in 1913 


The annual expenditure for good roads in 
the United States has increased more than 
two and a half times in nine years, according 
to official figures furnished by the United 
States Office of Public Roads. In 1904 the total 
outlay was a little less than $80,000,000. For 
1913 it was $206,000,000. 

The States have appropriated nearly $43,- 
000,000 for 1914, an increase of more than 
$4,000,000 over the appropriation for 1913, 
and of nearly $13,000,000 over the 1912 appro- 
priation. 

The mileage of roads built with the aid of 
State funds to the close of 1913 aggregated 
nearly 21,000 mi., only about 2,000 mi. less 
than the famous national road system of 
France. The report states that there are now 
only nine States that set aside no funds for 
road building, and only seven States which 
now have no highway law. 


What an Engineer Has to Offer 


Answering the query as to why an engineer 
should belong to the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, Robert Isham Randolph stated in 
a weekly bulletin of the association that it was 
because he is a public-spirited citizen and 
recognizes the powerful force of association, 
because it is the policy of the association to 
deal with and give preference to Chicago 
houses, other things being equal. Going on 
then to define the term “equal,” Mr. Randolph 
defines the product which engineers have to 
offer: “It is not a manufactured product and 
he cannot exploit it. It is raw material and 
he cannot show samples of it. The commodity 


he offers is a certain kind of brains—brains, 


of a highly specialized order, brains equipped 
by special training and special experience for 
special work. His prospective customer must 
buy this product on faith, with no guarantee 
that it will come up to the specifications other 
than the reputation and record of the par- 
ticular engineer.” The measure of any com- 
parison must, of necessity, be the reputation 
and record of the engineer. 


New Smoke Ordinance in 
Pittsburgh 


A new ordinance has been passed in Pitts- 
burgh, under the urging of the Division of 
Smoke Regulation, of which J. W. Henderson 
is chief. Its enforcement hinges upon the use 
of the Ringlemann chart, which consists of 
four cross-sectioned squares arranged in a 
horizontal row, the size of the small openings 
defining the density of smoke, as “light,” 
“dark,” “dense,” or “black.” It is used in the 
following manner: The chart is placed at a 
sufficient distance from the eye to cause the 
lines to merge; their appearance is then com- 
pared with the density of the smoke under 
observation. 

Ordinance 257, the new measure, provides 
penalties—fines of from $10 to $100, or im- 
prisonment from five to thirty days, for each 
violation—for the production of smoke equal 
to, or greater in density than, scale 3 on the 
chart. The small squares on this scale are 
separated by lines of about half the width of 
the squares. In detail, the restrictions read 
as follows: “The production or emission with- 
in the city of smoke, the density or shade of 
which is equal to, or greater than, number 3 
of the Ringlemann chart, from any stack, 
except that of a locomotive or steamboat, for 
a period or for periods aggregating two 
minutes or more in any period of fifteen 
minutes, and the emission of such smoke from 
any locomotive or steamboat for a period or 
periods aggregating one minute or more in 
any period of eight minutes, except for a 
period not to exceed. twenty consecutive 
minutes, not to exceed once a day, while a new 
fire is being built therein, is hereby pro- 
hibited.” , 


Aqueduct Water Pronounced ‘‘ Pure 
and Soft’’ in Los Angeles 


During the latter part of July last resi- 
dents of that portion of Los Angeles west of 
Western Avenue noticed that the water drawn 
from the faucets was softer and purer than 
usual, it is reported, without realizing that 
their supply came directly from the aqueduct. 
No announcement of the change in source of 
supply was made in advance, as it had been 
reported that an injunction to prevent in- 
augurating the service was contemplated in a 
certain quarter, and it was deemed expedient 
to make the city’s position more secure by 
establishing a service that supplied a public 
need. 

The last barrier to the free entry of aque- 
duct water into the city system was removed 
when Chief Engineer Mulholland cleared the 
Franklin Canyon pipes of sediment by open- 
ing a waste gate at the lower end of the line, 
through which about 1200 miner’s inches 
flowed for two days into the arroyo and thence 
to the sea. 
of the city system it was reported that no 


' perceptible leakage in the aqueduct has been 


recorded. 


New Construction Activities 
While the European war appears to have 


paralyzed a few localities financially, construc- _ 


tion work is going steadily on in many of the 
large centers. Akron, Ohio, is one of the cities 
adversely affected. Thousands of dollars’ 


worth of city and county bonds have, it is 


said, gone begging, and it is feared that work 


on the new waterworks system must be post- 


poned. On the other hand, New York City has 
adhered to her. determination, noted last week, 


to carry through the dual subway system, and, 


despite predictions to the contrary, contracts 
totaling more than $3,000,000 for construction 


of the Mill Creek sewer at St. Louis were 


awarded. : 

Strong activity persists in the road-con- 
struction field. The State departments in 
California, Maryland, Pennsylvania and Ohio 


are about to start additional work, totaling 
altogether nearly $3,000,000.

A difficult piece of road construction is 
planned for Atlantic City, N. J.—paving 
Meadow Boulevard, 5 mi. long, to cost about 
$135,000. San Antonio, Tex., intends pro- 
ceeding on its large program of public im- 


provement; bids are now asked for paving 
contracts to total a quarter of a million. Bids 


for $450,000 worth of paving were opened 
at Tampa, Fla., and plans for more work are 
under way. Although contracts for $2,500,000 
have just been awarded, Ohio is asking bids 
for highway construction that may cost $340,- 
000. The State highway departments in Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania and California are also ac- 
tive. The latter is planning two lettings, that 


for Aug. 24 involving $300,000 worth of con- — 


struction, another for Aug. 31 that will total 
twice that amount, while $195,000 in bonds 
have been voted for a road through Red Bluff. 
A large letting occurred at Baltimore, Md., the 
low bids on seven roads aggregating $311,000. 
Bids are desired by the Pennsylvania depart- 
ment for 12 mi. of road, brick and macadam. 
The issuance of $500,000 worth of bonds for 
street improvements at Richmond, Va., has 
been authorized.

A one-piece curb bar, which has, however, a 
much wider application than its name. indi- 
cates, is being manufactured by the Trussed 
Conerete Steel Company, of Detroit, Mich. As 
the accompanying photograph shows, the 
guard has an open, rather heavy anchor plate 
which does not separate the concrete and tends

Multiple-Circuit Portable Arc 
Welder 


A new portable arc welder, the motor circuit 
for which can be connected to any part of a 
shop or yard circuit, has been designed by the 
C & C Electric & Manufacturing Company, 
of Garwood, N. J. The manufacturer states 
that the equipment is extremely flexible for 
welding and repair work in the field, in foun- 
dries and machine and locomotive shops. 

The apparatus, consisting of dynamotor, 
starting box, field-control rheostat and switch- 
board, is supported on a base of JI-beams 
mounted on a heavy iron trunk resting on 
wheels. Energy for welding is generated by 
a 110-volt dynamotor; the generator end has a 
rating of 200 amp at 70 volts.
